HALF OF rAKGO IN ASHES. 


The Fire Still Burning at last Ac- 


counts,

FABQO, N. D., June 7.—Half of Fargo 


is in a&hos. A fire started in a restau- 
rant on Second street, with a strong 
wind blowing. At 4 o'clock the fire 
reached the Great Northern tracks, ten 
blocks north, gutting the entire dis- 
trict and three blocks east to Broad- 
way. 
A strong fight was made to pre- 


vent the flames from crossing to the 
west &ide of Broadway, but by 4 o'clock 
they had crossed in several places. The 
telegraph wires are all burned so it is 
impossible to reach Grand Forks or 
Hillslforo to ask for help.

2,000 people are homeless. 


The fire has just crossed the river to 


Moorohead side at Fargo roller mills, 
which will be burned. The strong 
wind made the fire burn so quickly that 
hardly anything was saved. The flames 
went through brick buildings as easily 
as wooden ones. The loss will be over 
$1,000,000, as practically the 
entire 


busne<-& di&triut of tho city is gutted 
already.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—O. H. Simons, 


United States consul at Hong Kong, 
has informed the state department that 
he beliaves as a result of the investiga- 
tions made that from 500 to 1,000 fraud- 
ulent notorial certificates have been 
distributed to intending Chinese im- 
migrants each month for the past three 
o- four months. Consul Simons re- 
f U33d t } certify to two certificates, as 
t le peroons presenting them, while 
ostensibly having been in the United 
States, as their certificates showed, 
could not give any account of the 
country, anil, in fact, declared that 
"Sedan chairs" were the only means of 
traveling in America. 


Consul Simons states most of these 


Chinese with fraudulent certificates 
reach America by steamers that land at 
Vancouver, British Columbia. 


The treasury officials contend that 


nearly all the Chuiese landed there 
ultimately reach the United States, 
coming over the boarder at night. 


Instructions will be sent to all col- 


lectors of customs calling attention to 
these fraudulent certificates in circula- 
tion and cautioning them against re- 
ceiving them.

Prickly Comfrey and a Hybrid Tariety 


of Beardless Barley. 


The agricultural experiment station 


of Colorado has been testing a new 
forage plant known as prickly comfrey 
and a hybrid beardless barley with 
marked success. 


Professor Quick of the experiment 


station says the prickly comfrey is a 
Caucasion plant, and was introduced 
into England from Russia many years 
ago. It J- celebrated as being a most 
economical food for the feeding of 
sheep and fattening of cattle. 
In 


England and Russia large herds of 
sheep and cattle subsist almost en- 
tirely upon its succulent roots. This 
is especially adapted to the arid and 
semi-arid regions, being capable of en- 
during the extremes of heat and dry- 
ness. 


Tho prickly comfrey is used as a for- 


age plant, nlso, and in the country of 
its nativity all kinds of live stock feed 
upon it, not disturbing the root. The 
plant requires but light irrigation, and 
is said to succeed with none. 
The 


plants received at the state experiment 
station have been set in suitable rows 
for cultivation, on a measured acre of 
land having good soil that has been 
cultivated but two years to wheat, and 
which is above ditch. The crops cut 
from this setting will bo used for ex- 
periment in the feeding of sheep and 
dairy cattle on the agricultural college 
farm. It is hoped that this experiment 
will be the means of supplying. tLe 
sheep breeders arid dairymen with a 
forage plant that has not been equalled 
in the West. The forage from th.s 
plant is also relished by horses ai-d 
swine. 


Another experiment which promises 


to be of more than usual interest to 
agriculturists is that to be made with 
-the new hybrid barley "Success." The 
"Success''has the peculiar character- 
istic of a tight hull, and yet it is a 
beardless variety. 
Prof. Quick hat 


succeeded 
" in 
securing 
several 


hundred pounds of this barley from its 
originator, A. B. Jones of Hartford, S. 
D., and will be experimented with at 
the main station and at the different 
su'b-stations. 
That the new hybrid 


barley will be a success there is no 
question, and it will 03 gladly received 
by the sheep feeding fraternity. The 
" Success" is said to have no equal in 
earliness of maturity and has a good 
stiff straw that will endure the strong 
winds of the plains. Frost does net 
injure it in the spring. 


From tho same source the experi- 


ment station has also received tho ne?.t 
most promising hybrid barley, knov n 
as "Excelsior." It has a taller strav, 
producing more forage, and is lattr 
than the " Sucess."
